In defeat for Bush, Senate 
halts bid to ban gay unions 

WAS H I N GTO N I The Senate quashed a consti- 
tutional amendment banning gay marriage 
on Wednesday, handing a defeat to President 
Bush yet assuring the issue renewed prom- 
inence in the fall campaign for the White 
House and control of Congress. 

Forty- eight senators voted to advance 
the measure — 12 short of the 60 needed 
— and 50 voted to block it. Defeat came at 
the hands of dozens of Democrats joined by 
six Republicans. 

Bush issued a statement 
saying he was “deeply disap- 
pointed” with the vote, but 
casting it as a temporary 
setback. “Activist judges 
and local officials in some 
parts of the country are not 
letting up in their efforts to 
redefine marriage for the rest of America — 
and neither should defenders of traditional 
marriage flag in their efforts,” he said. 

The Senate acted as House Republicans 
began advancing legislation that would bar 
federal courts from ordering states to recog- 
nize same-sex marriages sanctioned in other 
states. GOP leaders also have discussed hav- 
ing the entire House vote on the proposed 
constitutional amendment in the fall, even 
though the Senate’s rejection effectively 
killed it for this year. 

Whatever the legislative endgame, sup- 
porters said they expect the issue to play a 
role in political campaigns, david espo (ap)

“We don’t do politics at Home- 
land Security,” Ridge said at a news 
conference, adding that the depart- 
ment’s job is to transmit credible 
information to the public. With 
Boston Harbor behind him. Ridge 
said the government is doing every- 
thing possible to create an unprec- 
edented level of security for the 
Democratic National Convention, 
which begins July 26. 

Some Democrats have accused 
the Bush administration of play- 
ing politics with information about 
terror threats.

Univ. of Utah Settles Swearing Lawsuit 


SALT LAKE CITY | The University of

Massive blast is worst 
attack on Iraqi capital 
since U.S. handover 

BAGHDAD, IRAQ I A suicide attacker 
detonated a car bomb Wednesday 
outside the fortified enclave housing 
the headquarters of Iraq’s interim 
government, killing at least 10 peo- 
ple, and gunmen in northern Iraq 
assassinated a provincial governor. 

The bombing — which also 
wounded 40 people — was the 
worst attack in the capital since 
the United States transferred power 
to the Iraqis on June 28. The vio- 
lence sent a strong signal that insur- 
gents view the new government as 
an extension of the U.S. occupation. 

“This is a naked aggression 
against the Iraqi people,” interim 
Prime Minister lyad Allawi said as 
he toured the bombing scene. “We 
will bring these criminals to justice.” 

Allawi said the bombing was 
retaliation for the government’s 
arrests of terror suspects. Police said 
they rounded up over 500 suspected 
criminals in one sweep this week. 

As Iraqi officials vowed to 
crack down on the insurgents, the 
Philippines moved to withdraw its 
51-member peacekeeping force in 
hopes of saving the life of Angelo 
dela Cruz, a Filipino truck driver 
held by militants. 


The violence Wednesday began 
about 9:15 a.m. when a suicide 
bomber detonated a car packed 
with 1,000 pounds of explosives 
at a checkpoint just outside the 
so-called Green Zone, home to 
Iraq’s interim government and 
the U.S. and British embassies. 

Hours later, insurgents tossed 
hand grenades and fired machine 
guns at a convoy carrying Nineveh 
Gov. Osama Youssef Kashmoula, 
killing him and two guards, offi- 
cials said.

Israel Prepares 
For Arafat’s Death 


Ministry plan predicts 
upheaval, opposes 
burial in Jerusalem 

JERUSALEM I Israel is worried 
about chaos that might follow the 
death of Yasser Arafat and will do 
everything possible to prevent the 
Palestinian leader from being bur- 
ied in Jerusalem, according to a con- 
tingency plan obtained Wednesday 
by The Associated Press. 

The five -page document, pre- 
pared by the Foreign Ministry, lays 
out a series of forecasts about what 
might follow Arafat’s death: the col- 
lapse of the Palestinian Authority, 
a challenge by Islamic militants, 
and upheaval in other parts of the 
Middle East. 

Despite Israeli efforts to isolate 
the Palestinian leader, Arafat con- 
tinues to wield tremendous influ- 
ence. The plan shows that he will 
remain a subject of concern to Israel 
— even in death. 


The plan includes recommenda- 
tions on how to contain what Israel 
expects to be an extremely volatile 
environment. The stickiest issue, it 
says, will be where to bury Arafat. 

Officials close to Arafat say he 
has never indicated where he wants 
to be buried, but the assumption 
is he would want to be laid to rest 
at the A1 Aqsa Mosque compound 
in Jerusalem’s Old City, a supreme 
honor for Muslims. 

Israel will strongly oppose 
burying Arafat in Jerusalem, the 
document says. Israel and the 
Palestinians both claim Jerusalem as 
their capital, and Israel has contin- 
ually resisted Palestinian attempts 
to gain a foothold in the city. 

The document makes no reference 
to Arafat’s health, despite signs in 
recent years that it is deteriorating. 

Palestinian officials said their 74- 
year-old leader is firmly in control. 
“He is very healthy,” Emad Shakour, 
an adviser to Arafat, told Israel’s 
Army Radio, josef federman (ap)

In Mexico, 
Security Is 
Skin Deep 

Some 160 officials 
get chip implants for 
access to secure areas 

MEXICOCITYI Security has reached 
the subcutaneous level for Mexico’s 
attorney general and at least 160 peo- 
ple in his office — they had micro- 
chips implanted that allow access to 
secure areas of their headquarters. 

It’s a pioneering application of 
a technology that is widely used in 
animals but not in humans. 

Mexico’s top federal prosecu- 
tors and investigators began receiv- 
ing chip implants in their arms in 
November in order to get access to 
restricted areas inside the attorney 
general’s headquarters, said Antonio 
Aceves, general director of Solusat, 
the company that distributes the 
microchips in Mexico. 

Attorney General Rafael Macedo 
de la Concha and 160 of his employ- 
ees were implanted at a cost to tax- 
payers of $150 for each chip. 

More are scheduled to get

Heavy Flight Delays Expected 


Full planes, weather 
woes likely to snarl 
air travel this summer 

WASHINGTON I This summer is 
shaping up as the worst for flight 
delays since 2000, when nearly one 
in every four planes was late. 

The gloomy picture is due to the 
large number of people traveling — 
passenger loads have returned to 
pre-Sept. 11, 2001, levels — and a 
weather pattern producing severe 
storms in some of the nation’s most 
congested airspace. 


On Wednesday, storms delayed 
flights to New Jersey’s Newark 
Liberty International Airport by 
more than three hours. Other air- 
ports along the East Coast — in 
Baltimore, Washington, Boston, 
New York and Philadelphia — expe- 
rienced delays of up to an hour. 

“Airplanes are going to be very 
full, airports are going to be crowd- 
ed, there are going to be long lines at 
security,” said David Swierenga, an 
airline economist and president of 
Vienna, Va.-based AeroEcon. 

Swierenga believes 2004 will top 
the record 666 million airline pas- 


sengers in 2000. Arebounding econ- 
omy and the lowest fares in a decade 
have lured people back to the skies. 

Through May, the percentage 
of late -arriving flights was up 27 
percent over the first five months 
of 2003, reversing steady improve- 
ments in on-time performance 
since 2000. The Transportation 
Department reported about one 
in five flights arrived 15 minutes or 
more behind schedule, the threshold 
for a flight to be considered delayed. 
About one- quarter of all late flights 
were more than an hour behind 
schedule, leslie miller (ap)

LAS VEGAS I Harrah’s Entertainment 
Inc. is in talks to buy larger gam- 
bling rival Caesars Entertainment 
Inc., a source familiar with the 
negotiations said, to leapfrog 
ahead of the proposed merger of 
MGM Mirage and Mandalay Resort 
Group as the biggest gambling com- 
pany in the world. 

The two Las Vegas-based compa- 
nies could announce an agreement 
this week, the source said Tuesday, 
speaking on condition of anonymity. 

“The likelihood is high,” the 
source said Wednesday. 


News of the talks, first reported 
in The Wall Street Journal and Las 
Vegas Review- Journal, sent Caesars 
shares up nearly 15 percent, while 
Harrah’s stock slipped.

Caesars deal were not available; 
Caesars market value stood at 
about $5 billion Wednesday; the 
company also has nearly that 
amount in debt.

DNA Databank 


Court of Appeals says 
tests don’t violate 
constitutional rights 

ANNAPOLIS, MD. I A DNA databank 
that has allowed the state to con- 
nect suspects to more than 130 
unsolved crimes is constitutional 
and does not violate the rights of 
prison inmates who are required to 
submit to DNA testing, the state’s 
highest court ruled. 

The decision by the Court of 
Appeals was issued Tuesday — 
the same day Anne Arundel County 
police announced they had used a 
DNA sample to link a convicted 
murderer to the killings of three 
women in the 1980s and 1990s. 

Anne Arundel County police 
charged Alexander W. Watson Jr. 


with first degree murder in the kill- 
ing of two women in 1986 and 1988 
and a 14 -year- old high school fresh- 
man in 1993. He was linked to the 
crimes when his DNA matched that 
taken from the victims. 

The appeals court reversed a rul- 
ing in Montgomery County Circuit 
Court that the law requiring peo- 
ple convicted of serious crimes to 
submit to DNA testing violated 
protections against unreasonable 
searches and seizures contained 
in the 4th Amendment to the U.S. 
Constitution. 

The decision from Maryland’s 
highest court was announced in a 
brief order that said a majority of the 
judges agreed that the lower court 
ruling was incorrect. The order did 
not say how the seven judges voted.

The Present, Tense 

Violent Femmes made one great album 20 years ago, and it’s enough for a legacy

M U S I C I When Violent Femmes play 
an early show at the 9:30 Club on 
Friday evening, they’ll be support- 
ing an album that’s more than 20 
years old. 

There are plenty of titles in the 
Femmes catalog, sure, but there’s 
really only one that matters. The 
Wisconsin band’s 1983 self- titled 
Slash debut circulated like samiz- 
dat among punks, college-radio DJs 
and sardonic teens who’d rather eat 
glass than go to the prom. 

The sound was harsh, thin and 
percussive, befitting a stripped- 
down trio that was discovered bus- 
king on the streets of Milwaukee by 
members of the Pretenders. 

The Femmes went unplugged 
out of sidewalk necessity, years 
before it was trendy. Gordon Gano’s 
sneering whine was backed up by 
his briskly pummeled guitar, Victor 
DeLorenzo’s brush-slapped stand- 
up snare and homemade “trancea- 
phone,” and Brian Ritchie’s then- 
bizarre acoustic bass guitar, which 
spat notes like a Gatling gun. 

Any record containing the 
couplet, “Why can’t I get just 
one [Cheney- approved cathartic 
expletive]?/! guess it’s got some- 
thing to do with luck,” couldn’t 
stay a secret forever. 

Soon after each fraternity’s token 
artsy bro’ discovered R.E.M., he was 
on to the Femmes. By the late ’80s, 
they were filling theaters, and the 
concerts felt like keggers. 

In the years since, DeLorenzo 
has departed and returned, and 
the only album to first crack the 
Billboard top 200 after going 


platinum has continued to find 
new admirers. When Guster was 
asked to perform on MTV2 “Album 
Covers,” Violent Femmes was the 
record the Bostonians chose as 
their songbook. 

Gano was invited to join the 
festivities. He seems to have made 
peace with the idea that the out- 
of-left-field artistic success he 


enjoyed as a smart-alecky 19- 
year-old won’t be repeated by his 
band or any other. 

The stars had aligned in the 
summer of ’82, and the Femmes 
had waxed a deceptively artful tes- 
timonial to the energy and anguish 
of late adolescence. The record got 
the dark moods and bitter irony of 
youth, shucking self-pity with a 


good dose of black humor. 

Two decades later, we listen and 
think perhaps we weren’t total saps 
back then.

MUSIC I From the Jesus Christ- 
posers of the late, but not quite 
lamented, Creed to the gauzy gone- 
secularists of Evanescence to the 
sensitive surfer dudes of Switchfoot, 
a number of Christian bands have 
pursued crossover dreams by soft- 
pedaling that old-time religion. 

But the bread-and-butter of 
contemporary Christian music 
(CCM) remains adult- contempo- 
rary preaching to the choir. And in 
recent years, the choir has seen its 
ranks swell. 

Promoters are betting that fans 
of 20 -year CCM vet Michael W. 
Smith and “praise and worship” acts 
MercyMe and the David Crowder 
Band will fill Nissan Pavilion 
when the One Nation tour stops 
there Saturday. 

All eyes in the Christian indus- 
try are currently on MercyMe. The 
Texas outfit spent years wandering 
in the wilderness before skyrocket- 


ing to prominence last year after a 
secular Dallas DJ spun “I Can Only 
Imagine.” The four-year- old bal- 
lad’s hopeful vision of the hereafter 
struck a chord with listeners both 
faith-based and not, who made it 
a fixture on the Billboard charts 
— and a favorite at funerals. 

The band then did what is 
becoming a rare thing for a CCM 
act suddenly faced with million- 
selling mainstream success. It 
stayed the course. 

Not only is its new disc, 
“Undone,” filled with overtly reli- 
gious acoustic-guitar ballads lushly 
appointed with strings and chimes, 
but it also includes “Homesick,” a 
song conceived of as a sequel to the 
earlier hit.

MUSIC I Roy Ayers was neo-soul 
and acid jazz before either term 
was coined. For some, the pio- 
neering vibraphonist is known for 
crafting airy funk and jazz sounds 
like the summertime sure shot 
“Everybody Loves The Sunshine.” 
But when Ayers takes the stage for 
a free concert at Fort Dupont Park 
on Saturday, many will recognize 
his work through the songs of oth- 
ers, because the well-traveled Ayers 
ranks among the most sampled art- 
ists in musical history. 

From booming songstresses Jill 
Scott and Mary J. Blige to influen- 
tial rhymers Tupac and Ice Cube, 
Ayers’ silky grooves provide musi- 
cal fodder for dozens of popular 
jams.

FA L LO U T I The peace that has finally 
come to Angola may extract a fear- 
some price, warns the PBS docu- 
mentary “AIDS Warriors,” made 
by Andrew Young and Susan Todd 
(tonight at 9 p.m.). 

Three decades of civil war iso- 
lated Angola and offered some pro- 
tection from the AIDS pandemic 
afflicting sub -Sahara Africa. The 
country’s AIDS rate, about 5 per- 
cent, is the lowest in southern 
Africa and compares to 22 per- 
cent in neighboring Namibia and 
Zambia, according to the film. 

But a May 2002 cease-fire 


between rebels and the Angolan 
government gave the newly calm 
country a new vulnerability:

Brian Grant and a first-round 
draft pick. 

“I wanted to go to another con- 
tender, and Miami is definitely 
another contender,” O’Neal said.

SPALDING: A federal marriage 
amendment is necessary to protect 
individual states’ liberty to regulate 
marriage. Preserving marriage in the 
Constitution does not mean that 
marriage is completely nationalized. 
Practical questions about marriage 
remain with the states. A constitu- 
tional amendment will recognize a 
uniform definition of marriage. 

Why rush to amend the Constitution? 

SPALDING: The best vehicle for the 
debate about marriage is the con- 
sideration, by the American people, 
of a constitutional amendment. A 
debate that includes a constitutional 


Why are gay couples — some of 
which have kids that are part of a 
strong community — not allowed to 
be seen as married under the law? 

WOLFSON: There are as many as 
6 to 10 million children today being 
raised by a gay parent or parents. 
These kids are harmed by the right 
wing’s campaign to perpetuate their 
parents’ exclusion from marriage. 
These kids’ families are denied the 
structure, security and protections 
— tangible and intangible — that 
other families have. 

If the government has no compel- 
ling reason to restrict marriage to 
its traditional definition, can it put 
forward a compelling reason to bar 
multiple persons from marriage? 

WOLFSON: Polygamy, incest, 
Santorum’s “man-on- dog sex” buga- 
boo — these are all diversions from 
the question on the table.
